public instantly. However, the 
President went on, after delibera- 
tion, and after consulting he Brit- 
ish and Chinese governments, it 
was conclu@ed that humanitarian 
considerations should prevail and

FEARED JAP REPRISALS 

At the time the

Adding to the scale in favor of 
full publicity, the President said, 
was authentic information that the | 
Japanese were depriving Amer!- 
can war prisoners of medical aid | 
and other supplies addressed to | 
them from the United States. No 
longer, he said with emphasis, 
could the story of atrocities be 
kept in the hope that the Japa-| 
nese would adhere to human 
decency. 

President Roosevelt told of his) 
deep sympathy, which he describ- 
ed as nation-wide, for New Mexico 
and Illinois soldiers captured at 
Bataan and Corregidor. 

Men from nearly every family 
in one or two small towns in those 
states fell in the Philippines, the 
President said. 

Hence our forces, he declared, 
are moving rapidly toward the res- 
cue of Americans in Japanese 
hands and are ready to punish the 
enemy for ill-treatment of our 
men.

ment) adopted unanimously to- 
night a proposal by Foreign Com- 
missar Vyacheslav Molotov giving 
the 16 individual republics with- 
in the Soviet Union their own com- 
missariats of national defense and 
foreign affairs with the right to 
raise their own army formations 
and deal directly with other coun- 
tries. 

This history making reconstruc- 
tion of the Soviet Union, the first 
since the adoption of the constitu- 
tion in 1936, was achieved after 
a four-hour debate. 

The supreme Soviet also elected 
Nikolai Shvernik, secretary of the 
trade unions, as first vice chatr- 
man of its presidium, an office 
amounting to vice president of the 
country. His name was proposed 
by President Michael Kalinin.

Kalinin said a vice chairman 
was needed to help handle the 
increased work of the presidium 
in foreign affairs, interpretation 
of domestic law and bestowal of 
decorations.

The article left the inference that 
Himmler may have lost his team- 
mate. Martine Bormann, chief of 
the Nazi party chancellery, in his 
drive for influence. 

It has been reported for months 
that Himmler and Bormann were 
making a bid for power as the 
extreme wing of the Nazi party 
against such men as Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, German foreign min- 
ister.

Japs Liken Marshalls Invasion 
To Attack by Mongols in 1281 


By The Associated Press. 

Even before the Americans an- | 
nounced successful landings in the | 
Marshall islands, Japanese news- | 
papers were preparing their read- | 
ers for losses. | 

A Berlin broadcast yesterday 
said Japanese papers referred to 
large-scale attacks on the islands 
and quoted the newspaper Mai- 
nichi as saying an American vic- 
tory “would be a regrettable loss 
for the Japanese people.” 
SHIMADA QESTIONED 

“The mere fact that the enemy 
is able to attack the Marshall is- 
lands must not be taken too light- 
ly,” Mainichi commented. 

There was evidence that the 
power and fury of the American 
attack had disrupted communica- 
tions between the island garrisons 
and the homeland. Another Tokyo’ 
dispatch broadcast by Berlin and 


recorded by the Associated Press 
in New York, said Admiral Shi- | 
getaro Shimada, a navy minister, | 
was questioned on the Marshalls 
situation in the diet and replied: 

“News from the Marshall 
Islands is reaching us only slowly. 
Communication with that region 
is not the best. Therefore I can-! 
not add anything to what has been 
published yesterday” (Monday, 
when the Tokyo radio said Japa- 
nese army and navy units had in- 
tercepted American attacking 
forces and fierce fighting was in) 
progress.) 

RECALLS MONGOL INVASION 

Mainichi, published in Osaka 
and one of Japan’s most influ- 
ential newspapers, compared the 
Marshalls invasion to another 
great crisis in Japan’s history, the 
attempt of the Mongol emperor 
of China, Kublai Khan, to invade 
the Japanese homeland in 1281. 
At that time a typhoon which 
wrecked many of the invaders’ 
ships helped the Japanese repe! 
the attack. Mainichi said: 

“The Japanese homeland is di- 
rectly linked up with these man- 
dated islands, which form’ the 
outer front line of the Japanese 
empire. The fact that they are 
2.500 kilometers from Tokye 
makes no difference. The enemy 
must be beaten back even at the 
greatest sacrifice. 

“On only three occasions has 
the sacred soil of Japan been dese- 
crated by enemy feet. Two of 
these were minor local incidents, 
the shelling of Choshu (western 
end of the main island) by the 
British-French -Dutch fleet (in 
1864) and an invasion by a north- 
ern tribe of barbarians. 

“But the attack on the Marsha’! 


lislands must be compared with 


the invasion by the Mongols. 

“Occupation of a defended point 
by superior enemy powers cannot 
always be prevented but every- 
thing must be done to make sure 
that this enemy occupation is tem- 
porary.” 

Asahi, powerful Tokyo newspa- 
per, was quoted as saying: 

“A serious attack against the 
Marshall islands had to be reck- 
oned with since last November, 
when the enemy began to show 
that he was interested in this 
group of isles. The enemy has 
continually increased the number 
of bombers sent against the mari- 
date islands and later he announc- 
ed parallel action to the concentric 
attacks by air against Rabaul. The 
Allied offensive in the central Pa- 
cific thus had begun.”

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 1.— 
(/P)—E. S. Morgan, regional direc: | 
tor of the Farm Security Admin- 
istration, said today 14,953 fam-) 
ilies in four southern states who 
had received aid through the FSA 
Rural Rehabilitation program, 
would be “traveling on their own” 
in 1944. 

The FSA, Morgan said, had 67,- 
295 families on its rolls in Ala-'| 
bama, Georgia, Florida and South 
Carolina during 1943, and the 14,- 
953 who now have sufficient re- 
sources with which to operate 
without additional aid represent 
over 74,000 persons. 

Of this number 5,657 have paid 
their loans in full. They are debt 
free and owners in fee simple of 
adequate livestock, poultry, work- 
stock and equipment to carry on 
their farming operations. Nearly 
all.of them had cash in the bank 
to finance themselves. 

Those who do not have suffi-| 
cient cash will experience no dif- 
ficulty in obtaining credit from

THOMASTON, Ga., Feb. 1.—What, you 
The Ar ab Bowl might well ask, has Thomaston to do with 
Oran, Algeria? Or with the Arab Bowl? 


Small world, nowadays, as the Fortress and Liberators and trans- 
ports fly. One World, as that noted Republican, Wendell Willkie, 
reported, in book form. 

Charlie Thompson extended the invitation to visit with the 
Kiwanis and, as ever, Charlie had a good story to tell. It was the 
story of Charles Adams, a son of one of the members. 

Charles, who graduated from the local high school, is in 

North Africa. He didn’t play football in high school, but after 

he got in the Army and was stationed in a foreign land, he 

became interested in the game as a pastime. At first they 

just threw a ball around for fun. 


Then one thing led to another, and finally Charles’ team was 
the champion. 

Charles’ team wasn’t content to rest on its laurels as post cham- 
pion and so a game was arranged for Oran with a team that the 
year before had won the English championship. 

But instead of the customary 11 men, the teams were to play 
nine men to a side. 

The championship game was to be known as the Arab 
Bowl, of which there has been some previous publicity. 
Charles’ team won the game, 7 to 6, and he played the entire 
game at right guard. :

First-hand account of the Arab Bow] is 
Nine-Man Football now available in a letter from Charles 


Adams to his father who, as mentioned, is a Kiwanis Club leader. 


Charles wrote: 
“Dear Dad: 

“ “Here I am back at ‘home’ after my first vacation since depart- 
ing for foreign services. We got back last night after flying 600 
miles in around two hours and 40 minutes. Censorship prevents me 
from sending some of the clippings from the ‘Stars & Stripes’ and 
some other accounts of the game, so I will write all I can about 
our trip. ° 

“We left last Thursday morning, 30th December, 1943, 
and arrived in Oran, Algeria, about noon. From the airport we 
went to the place where we were to stay for the next few days, a 
house in the ‘heart of Oran which was not so bad. The place is used 
as a billet for soldiers, etc., staying over there for one or two nights 
and not stationed there permanently. We went to the football field 

' Thursday afternoon and hada short workout and then back to our 
quarters. That night we walked around Oran looking at all the 
sights. All the time we were there we wrote our own passes and 
could go and come as we pleased just so we made football practice 
and, of course, be in by 11 o’clock, this being curfew and everyone 
must get off the street. Thirteen of us and two officers made the 
trip—both officers played on the team. On Friday we held a prac- 
tice in the morning and one in the afternoon and went to bed early 
that night so we could be ready for the game Saturday. Saturday 
morning we got up about 9 and went up on the main street to watch 


a parade. 

“The football game was only a part of the big day and the 
morning was filled with donkey and camel races with WACS 
doing the riding. Our game started at 3:30 that afternoon and 
I started the game at right guard. We didn’t know what to 
expect, since this was the first nine-man football we had ever 
played on, and on top of that we were having to play by all 
their rules, and to make matters worse this same team won 
the championship of England last year. The game was well at- 
tended, with about 15,000 people on hand, this being quite a 
crowd for this part of the country. 

“Just before the half ended they scored when our right half 
jumped in the air and knocked down a pass and right into the arms 
of their men who scored their only touchdown. We blocked the 
try for extra point. During the half we made up our mind to go 
back and win that game and I had a hunch we were going to do it 
all the time. During the whole last half we played down near their 
goal, but couldn’t get that scoring punch. With one minute left to 
play every one of us broke through at the same time and almost 
blocked a punt, causing the ball to go straight up. On the next play 
we completed a pass on the two-yard line and had it called back 
because of an off-side penalty. With only 25 seconds left in the 
game, Willis, our quarterback, faked a pass and ran around end and 
scored standing up. On the try for the extra point we didn’t let a 
man through and the kick was good, making the score 7-6. We 
kicked to them and the game ended. Now for a story-book finish 
that was really one. 

“As soon as the game was over we got in a circle in the 
center of the field and of all the picture taking I’ve never 
seen anything like it—for awhile we thought we had won the 
war or something. They presented us with a big wooden 
bow! with the words ‘Arab Bowl’ written on the side. Then 
they gave us a large trophy with a big wooden football on 
the top with a plate on the side reading ‘N. African Champs 
1943.’ Then we lined up in single file and the Sultan of 
Algeria shook each of our hands and gave us a round piece 
of metal about the size of a half dollar with a football en- 
graved on it and the words ‘N. African Champs 1943.’ By 
this time it was just about dark, and we wanted to paint the 
town red. so we went to take a shower. 


“On Sunday morning we caught the plane and here we are back 
on the job. All this was a real thrill and we enjoyed it a lot. I 
am really glad we won that ball game. I guess about the biggest 
thrill was when we pulled in to camp and the company was all 
out in a body giving us the big welcome. You might-read something 
about the game in the paper or even may see a picture of it. I am 
still a little sore from playing, but it was well worth it—I played

The Army’s crack Seventh Division and fighting Fourth of the 
ubiquitous Marines landed simultaneously near Roi and Kwajalein, 
on the northeastern and southern shores,of the Kwajalein atoll, 
westernmost of the Marshalls and closest to the great Jap naval 
bastion of Truk, approximately a thousand miles away. 

The landing was supported by the greatest naval combat fleet 
of all times, a force, incidentally, which eagerly awaits the day 
when the remnants of the Jap fleet gets up the courage to venture 
forth from Truk and challenge such invasions. 

One cannot overestimate the significance of this latest stab 
into the heart of Japan’s Pacific empire. It is a 300-mile move 
from our hitherto closest striking point in the captured Gilberts. 

It represents, moreover, our first invasion of territory controlled 
by Japan before Pearl Harbor. The Marshalls were mandated to 
the Japanese after the last war, 25 years ago. There has been a 
quarter century since in which to fortify them. If we are success- 
ful—as we must be—it will be.a blow to the prestige as well as the 
victory hopes of the Nipponese. 

The Paramushiro bombing, meanwhile, demonstrates that our 
power has now grown to where we may both feint and attack, 
as in Italy, where a maneuver the Germans judged to be a feint

Thomas W. Hardwick 


Tom Hardwick, enigmatic former senator and governor of this | 


state, died Monday night at the age of 71. 

His name, during the 25-year period immediately following 
the turn of the century, was well known in Georgia politics. 
First elected to the state legislature in 1898, the fiery Hardwick 
moved up to the national congress in 1903, serving in the house 
of representatives until 1914 when he was elected to fill the 
unexpired term of the late Senator Augustus O. Bacon. 

Hardwick served, and with credit, in the senate until the 
tremulous days before the last great conflict when he violently 
| opposed much of President Wilson’s war preparedness legislation. 
It was this opposition to Wilson’s war policies which resulted, in 
1919. in his defeat by William J. Harris. 

Two years later, however, the we genes SanptaCege returned 
to the political hustings, besting Clifford W\ Walker in a hard- 
fought campaign for the state governorship. 

It was as governor that Hardwick did much to purge his 
reputation of the isolationist blot. He inaugurated during this 
tenure a pioneer attempt at prison reform, issuing an executive 
order against the prevalent practice of flogging convicts. And 
while. due to the loosely-knit structure of Georgia’s penal system 
at that time, the good was short-lived, it was nonetheless a step 
in the right direction. 

It was also while serving as governor that Hardwick, politically 
fearless, had the courage to denounce the then powerful Ku Klux 
Klan. branding it a lawless organization for which’ there could 
be no excuse in a civilized state. 

Such political indiscretions led, two years later, to his defeat 
by the same Cliff Walker whom he had beaten two years 
previously. Tom Hardwick endeavored more than once, in 
recent years, to make a comeback on Georgia’s political scene. 
‘But without-success. His era was past. His day was done. More 
youthful and ingenious candidates had captured the voters’ fancy. 

And so he returned to Sandersville where he practiced law 
and lived with his memories until his passing on Sunday night. 

News of Tom Hardwick’s death means little to the state’s 
younger generation. But to older Georgians it brings back vivid 
recollection of turbulent days in Georgia politics.

Out of the tragic fury of this 
war there comes, on occasion, a 
picture or story so simple, so 
normal that it lights the whole 
day. There were two such pic- 
tures from the smoldering hell of 
Tarawa recently. 

The first showed a group of 
grinning Marines surrounding two 
small pigs. One pig’s broken leg 
was carried in a sling, fashioned 
by a medical officer wearied and 
soul-sick after hours, perhaps 
days, of treating the wounds of 
his fellows. The other pig's shrap- 
nel cut had been bandaged neatly. 

The central figure in the second 
picture was a duck, a far from 
ordinary duck who serves in his 
gravely comic way as a ship’s 
mascot, and he was cradled in the 
arms of a sailor. The duck had 
gone ashore, to the beach of Ta- 
rawa, with the first waves of Ma- 
rines, who as we know were iso- 
lated there, cut off from rein- 
forcements and pinned down by re- 
lentless Jap gunfire and grenades, 
for many hours. When more Ma- 


jrines had come to strengthen the 


beachhead, they found the duck in 
the sand, trying vainly to scale 
the seawall behind which scores 
of dead Japs lay.

Cuyler in action is one of the pictures that stays green on the 
screen of my memory. Across a span of years I saw a great many 
athletes in a great many sports.

He was a picture on the base paths, but I remember him best 
running, running, running deep toward the fence until his figure 
seemed far distant. His back would be to the ball, small and white 
up there in the sky, but always the glove was waiting there at the 
end of the long rainbow of flight and the catch would be so easy, 
so graceful; it would seem so very, very simple one would let the 
held breath go and laugh at him trotting in to his position. 

Richbourg and LeBourveau were good, too. Richbourg broke 
a leg that season, but even so, he went to the majors, and:so did 
Cuyler.

At any rate, when you see Kiki Cuyler this spring and summer 
you will see the man who interfered with my educational processes.

ALBANY, “Feb. 1.—Quite a lot 
of trained observers as reporters

Dewey is campaigning, if you 
care to say so, by keeping right 
on top of his job as Governor and 
turning in a remarkably fine per- 
formance, getting along well with 
politicians and others, running a 
good state and just doing his work. 
He always ran a good office as 
district attorney in New York 
where he and his staff were an 
enthusiastic team very little both- 
ered by jealousy or friction and 
the only bad press he_ received 
was traceable to personal dislike 
of him because he has a way of 
putting the eye on you with-those 
gleaming black orbs which seem 
almost to pop when he géts en- 
thusiastic or mad, or because he 
was inclined to be cocky as, in- 
deed, he was, being a young fel- 
low ‘and very smart and full of 
success. 


Less Cocky 

e is less cocky now and thor- 
oughly mature’and he offers re- 
marks that government is a pro- 
fession requiring experience and 
great, constant study, which hasn't 
meant to me he was trying to im- 
prove himself in the art of gov- 
ernment for the purpose of return- 
ing to private law practice. Young 
fellows who come in from the

Delegate Punishment 
Of Japs To Koreans? 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The latest atrocities 
revealed by the Army and Navy against our cap- 
tured fighting men in the Philippines has aroused 
to fever heat the question of what form of retri- 
bution we are to exact of the uncivilized Japs once we have ground 
their haughty little empire into the dust. 


Heretofore the main emphasis has been placed upon the Naw 
warlords in all discussion of plans for meting out a proper punish- 
ment for the war guilty. It was not that we expected to be any 
more lenient with the treacherous men of Tokyo whose foul deed 
at Pearl Harbor thrust us into the war. As the guiltiest link in the 
Axis chain, we merely were thinking first of the Nazis in devising 
a formula which would be used in bringing the other war criminals 
to justice. 


What has now been revealed of the diabolical atrocities com- 
mitted by Japan forces a reconsideration of the whole problem. No 
one can longer contend that the same punishment should apply to 
Germany and Japan. We must deal with the barbarous Japs in 
a manner befitting their barbarism. 

In view of the hideous

crimes and tortures they 


have perpetrated, of which the execution of our pilots seems mild 
in comparison with the acts now revealed, we should not be con- 
tent with the hanging just of a few leaders. 


Japan’s war guilt goes far beyond that. It permeates the very 
moral fiber of her \people, as reflected in the extreme cruelties her 
military leaders and common soldiers have shown themselves capable 
of inflicting in violation not only of the written conventions of war, 
but of the common decencies of civilized nations. 


What is it that we could do to teach them a lesson they will not 
soon forget? To hang a few of those immediately responsible for 
the present ambitious schemes of the country would not seem to 
suffice. Other government leaders with like policies will arise to 
take their place. 


The indictment now drawn against the haughty little Nipponese 
empire goes beyond that. We must teach them a lesson that will 
last, as President Roosevelt has promised, for a thousand years. The 
mere beheading of Tojo, Hirohito and a few more warlords would 


not do that. 
AT MERCY OF KOREANS? Already there is talk of apply- 

ing a course of justice that is 
befitting of the Oriental character of their crimes. It calls for the 
arming of the necessary number of Korean divisions and turning 
them loose in Japan after we have brought the Tokyo government 
to its knees. 


Korea has been under the iron heel of Japan now for some 
years, long enough for every true son of the country to develop the 
bitterest hatred of everything Japanese. The atrocities committed 
against our men in the Philippines have been common-place occur- 
ences in Korea for more than a quarter of a century. In the years 
before the outbreak of the war civilized nations somehow passed 
these crimes by, 


The Koreans, a proud and peaceful people, have been forced to 
suffer in silence. There was no tribunal to which they could appeal 
for removal of the conquerer’s yoke. 


Why not, it is being asked, allow the Koreans, who have suf- 
fered more outrages and crimes at the hands of the Japanese than 
any other group of people, to execute the sentence of civilized 
nations? 

It wouldn't be necessary to give them any list of instructions, 
any list of the war criminals to be brought to the bar of judgment, 


AS POLES IN GERMANY To assign such a mission of jus 
tice to the Koreans would be like 


turning the Poles loose in Germany. Ih each case the slaughter 
would undoubtedly mark the bloodiest chapter in all history. 


Only a few extremists have so far proposed such treatment for 
Germany, though there is a growing tendency to hold the German 
people all but equally guilty with the Nazi warmongers. Events of 
the past few days, however, as told in the War and Navy d 
ment revelations, have forced a different opinion as to Japan. Noth- 
ing in the history of the country has so aroused the people. We 
are determined that a just and severe retribution be made. 

The Koreans,. augmented by the Chinese perhaps, are the people 
to impose this retribution. All that we need to do after the war is 
won is arm sufficient numbers of them and turn them loose in 
Japan. We can rely on their justifiable sense of bitterness to do 
the rest. . 

After that we would have no occasion to bother about what was 
left of Japan. Her people would be taught the lesson they deserves

Health Work 


Shows Gains 


Elimination of “open prostitu- 
tion” in Georgia was reported by 
the State Health Department in a 
summary of its venereal disease 
control program and other activi- 
ties in 1943. 

Director T. F. Abercrombie, in 
a review submitted to Governor 
Arnall, said that “state and local 
health departments have co-oper- 
ated with military and law en- 
forcement officials continuously” 
in combating prostitution and the 
spread of venereal diseases. 


The number of new cases of 
syphilis reported for the first 1f 
months of 1943 was listed as 20,- 
524 compared to 25,042 in 1942, 
and Dr. Abercrombie said “this 
reduction would seem to indicate 
that we are catching up with the 
‘backlog’ of old, undiscovered 
cases,” 


As of last December, 267 control 
clinics were being operated in 147 
counties, as against 251 clinics in 
144 counties at the end of 1942: 
The director said that “of great 
importance” also has been the es- 
tablishment of federal hospitals at 
Savannah and Augusta for the 
quarantine of “infectious,” pro- 
miscuous or unco-operative indi- 
viduals.” 


NEW WARTIME FIELDS 


In spite of wartime curtailment 
of the staff of Georgia’s Health 
Department that led to a crisis at 
the tuberculosis sanatorium at 
Alto, the department has carried 
on an extended program and 
branched out into new wartime 
fields, Abercrombie said, 


More than half of the 705 per- 
sons employed by the State Health 
Department resigned during the 
past year, as the Armed Forces 
drained off doctors, nurses, engi- 
neers and laboratory technicians, 
Abercrombie said in his annual 
report to the Governor. While the 
department was able to replace its 
clerical staff fairly well, it was 
not possible to replace the highly 
skilled professional and technical 
employes. 

ALTO’S DIFFICULTIES 


It has been difficult to operate 
the state tuberculosis sanatorium 
at Alto because of inability to se- 
cure sufficient and experienced 
personnel, the commissioner re- 
ported. Average daily patients last 
year was 500, as compared with 
593 in 1942. Further reduction in 
patient load may be necessary in 
1944, unless the employment situa- 
tion is relieved. 


To help relieve the loss of per- 
sonnel in the various county or- 
ganizations, counties having full- 
time health officers have shared 
these officers with adjoining coun- 
ties, the report said. Full-time 
health or nursing services were 
established for the first time in 
many counties. 


Georgia’s birth rate continued 
its wartime climb in 1943, with 
an 8.8 per cent increase over the 
record year of 1942. The 1943 
death rate showed a decrease of 
‘0.8 with decreases of 13.1 per 
cent ‘in stillbirths, 5 per cent in 
infant mortality and 4.2 per cent 
in maternal mortality.> 

Approximately 85,000 certified 
copies of delayed birth  certifi- 
cates were issued last year, an in- 
crease of 10,000 over 1942.

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Civitans Hear 
Mrs. Holmes 


The American ‘Red Cross spent 
$48,000,000 during 1943 for relief 
work and will raise that figure to 
$60,000,000 during 1944, Mrs. 
Grace Bok Holmes, of the Nation- 
al Prisoner of War Service Staff, 
told members of the Atlanta Civi- 
tan Club at a meeting yesterday. 

“We have been working stead- 
ily for two years under a policy 
of getting the relief overseas first, 
then talking about it,” she said, 
“and much has not been heretofore 
revealed about our activities.” 

The Red Cross, in co-operation 
with the Army, Navy, Post Office 
and similar government agencies, 
sends five different types of pris- 
oner parcels to Europe, she ex- 
plained; a “standard” food parcel, 
which every American prisoner 
receives once a week; another 
food parcel, paid for by our Al- 
lies, sent once a month to Allied 
prisoners; an “invalid” parcel, 
containing special nutritional 
foods for sick prisoners; a medical 
kit, with first aid for 100 men for 
a month, and a “on capture” par- 
cel, between 10,000 and 12,000 of 
which are delivered monthly to 
transient camps. 


Ag Engineers

Income Jumps 


Per capita income in the _ six 
states in the Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict have increased sharply be- 
tween 1939 and 1942, the Sixth 
Federal Reserve Bank Review said 
yesterday in a survey of economic 
conditions in its area. 

Mississippi led the six-state area 
which also includes Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana and 
Tennessee, its per capita income 
doubling, the review said.

cent; Georgia and Tennessee, 67 
per cent, and Florida and Louisi- 
anua about 50 per cent. 

“Further substantial increases 
were shown in 1943,” the review 
said, “and there seems little rea- 
son to doubt that 1944 incomes 
will be at least as high as those 
of the year just passed.” 

Agricultural production in the 
district in 1943 showed a substan- 
tial increase, adding to the dolar 
value of farm incomes in 1943, 
the review said.

$50,000 Suit 


Is Dismissed 


Libel suit of D. J. Lamb, Augus- 
ta beer retailer, who sought dam- 
ages of $50,000 from the Georgia 


Committee of the Brewing Indus- 
try Foundation, has been dis- 
missed by Judge John Rourke in 
Chatham superior court, Savan- 
nah. A “nonsuit” was granted after 
a two-day hearing. 

Lamb, whose license to sell beer 
at his tavern near Augusta, was 
revoked early in 1940 by the state 
revenue commissioner on the rec- 
ommendation of the committee, 
filed suit in March, 1941, contend- 
ing that he was libeled in the pres- 
entation of the information to the 
commissioner. 

Defendants were Judge John S. 
Wood, state director, and other 
members of the foundation’s exec- 
utive committee in Georgia. 

In an earlier ruling on the case, 
the supreme court of Georgia had 
held that the communication to the 
revenue commissioner was condi- 
tionally privileged, which made it 
incumbent on the plaintiff to 
show that the action taken against 
him was done so maliciously. 

In granting a “nonsuit,” Judge 
Rourke held that no evidence to 
indicate the existence of malice 
had been produced, and _ that, 
therefore, Lamb was entitled to no 
recovery under the law.
